they need most is time; time for solitude, and time to reflect on what is happening to them and around them. Yet time is so difficult 


to find as more and more duties and possibilities crowd in on them. 


Unless there is time for sharing and evaluating the experience of growing up, it is hard to see where religion can fit into the 
teenage years. Without time to reflect, programs, catechisms and indoctrination may only complicate and aggravate on an already 


overloaded schedule. 


How does one find time 'to be' in this exciting, if sometimes crazy world? 


As parents and teachers and pastors | suspect that our greatest witness might be to show them ways to find time ‘to be' and to 


be with others. 


Finding such time is not easy for us either. Yet without it, not only will we not provide them with an important witness, we will 
not be able to be there with them at those critical learning moments of their lives when they fall and stumble. It is especially at 
such moments of pain and lost direction that our youth, like us, are open to receive from others some of our proven secrets for 


living fully.

A FARMER'S DAUGHTER 


Born and bred on a farm with 18 years life experience 
under my belt would result in your having expectations of me, 
but | am not one bit the farm girl you would first presume. | 
don't like being out on the farm, nor do | enjoy pitching in and 
getting dirty and | Know nothing of farm operations, but a 
farm is a family business. Everyone has to do their fair share 
and pull their weight, or so I'm told. 


The hard reality of these preachings finally began to hit 
home one day with a phone call from my distressed Nanna. 
Bessy, the house cow, had finally had her calf but she was in 
trouble, unable to stand up. | didn't see this as a personal 
problem. | would simply tell Dad, but Dad was at work, as 
were my two older brothers and my mother. Not yet 
panicking | rang a neighbour for help, then another and then 
another. No one was answering. 


Assessing the situation, | decided to go and observe the 
cow, not that | Knew what to look for but surely she was just 
recovering from the birth. This was obviously not the case. | 
found Bessy literally sprawled out on the ground with legs in 
all directions and her head limply sagging on the ground. She 
looked near to death! Feeling helpless, yet Knowing she was 
my responsibility, | decided that desperate times called for 
desperate measures. | range the vet. In no less than 30 
minutes the vet had arrived. 


By this stage all the help | had was an 87-year-old 
grandmother nearly in hysterics because she thought her 
beloved house cow was going to die, a 12-year-old ‘Bart 
Simpson’ look-alike brother, Matthew, who stood bewildered 
staring at Bessy, and my 26-year-old sister, Leanne, who is 
petrified of cows. They proved to be more hindrance than 
help! 


Upon arrival the vet approached, portraying an air of 
confidence and professionalism. He introduced himself with a 
strong, friendly handshake that left a lingering pain in my 
hand, then started asking about Bessy's medical history. These 
were very technical questions to which | had no idea of the 
answer. | simply replied with what | thought sounded 
reasonable and took the risk of sounding like a fool. Nanna, 
who had forgotten to wear her hearing aid and couldn't hear a 
thing, simply shook her head. Matthew ran about upsetting 
the calf and Leanne, who hadn't quite mustered up the 
courage to get out of the car, were all of no help whatsoever! 


Without progressing any considerable distance with 
Bessy's medical history, the vet began his examination. | 
assisted with the examination. | listened to her heart, felt 
around her neck and peered into her mouth, but when he 
pulled out the long plastic gloves the extent to which my 
assistance reached ceased. 


The vet was quick to diagnose the problem. Bessy simply 
had Milk Fever and it could be treated. | thought all was going 
well. He had given her three injections and said she would be 
fine, which was exactly what | wanted to hear, but then he 
continued. | had to return in two hours and if she wasn't 
standing, move her. | thought this would be impossible as we 
were talking about a 500 kg cow that would be a dead 
weight. The situation began to look dramatically worse, when

he informed me that two hours after moving Bessy | had to 
return again and give her two injections. | had never given an 
injection, nor properly observed an injection being given in my 
entire life. | simply could not to this! But there was no arguing, 
he told me how to do it, gave me the injections and left. 


The two hours passed and we returned to move Bessy. 
How we were to achieve this | do not Know, but she was 
standing when we arrived. The situation began to improve. At 
this stage it had not occurred to me that it would be more 
difficult to administer the injections when Bessy was standing, 
but it did when we returned two hours later. The vet had it 
easy. Bessy was in a State of near unconsciousness when he 
had administered his injection. | wasn't so lucky. 


After much brainstorming | hit on the idea of putting Bessy 
in the milking bail while | gave her the injections in the hope 
that it would restrict her movement. With the ‘aid' of my 
three assistants and a stroke of luck, Bessy was in the bail and 
proceedings were ready to continue. Portraying an external 
confidence | did not really feel, | tried to give Bessy the 
injections. 'Tried' being the operative word. | could hardly 
break the hide surface. It was like pushing a nail into solid 
steel! After much grunting and bellowing from both Bessy and 
myself, the injection was in and with this recently acquired 
knowledge the second followed promptly. 


Bessy is now recovering well and I had not only surprised 
everyone present but astonished myself. | would have never 
imagined myself being capable, but it just goes to show what 
you are capable of when you have to be.
